Doubt Russia Can Vote. 

In New York, Sir. Alexander 
Cadogan, permanent British repre- 
sentative on the Security Council, 
told a press conference that the 
Iranian question “is a dispute, in 
my view, and of course council 
confirmation of its being a dis- 
pute would mean that Russia 
can't vote” 

He explained that at the U.N.O. 
meeting in London “the question 
was one of Russia interfering in 
the internal affairs of Iran and 
it was dealt with asa ‘situation.’ 
The question now is the retention 
of Russian troops in Iran ap- 
parently contrary to the treaty of 
1942, and as such is a ‘dispute’ 
between Iran and Russia.” 

He remarked that the council 
“naturally will try all peaceful 
means” toward settling the mat- 
ter. 

(United Press Correspondent R. 
H. Shackford said high American 
officials are debating whether to 
make some move in the Iranian- 
Soviet dispute before the Security 
Council meets Monday. 

(One suggestion was that Presi- 
dent Truman appeal to Russia to 
remove its troops from Iran forth- 
with, with the provision that the 
United States would then be will- 
ing to enter into internation 
discussion of the entire Middle 
Kast problem.) 

Two Specific Charges, 

The Iranian complaint. was 
made public here late yesterday 
by U.N.O. General Secretary 
Trygve Lie. It was filed by Iran- 
ian Ambassador Hussein Ala, who 
has been designated by his gov- 
ernment to plead the case before 
the Security Council. 

Latest reports reaching

TEHRAN, March 20 (AP)—An 
Iranian general staff officer said 
today three Iranian garrisons near 
the Iraq border were fighting off 
attacking Kurdish tribesmen and 


that aerial support has been dis- 
patched to prevent the garrisons 
from being cut off from their 
divisional headquarters, 

The officer told reporters that 
the garrisons of Sardasht and 
Baneh in Kurdistan and Sagqgiz, 
on the Azerbaijan-Kurdistan 
border, “have been under attack 
for a week, but are holding out.” 

In another development, Said 
Zia Ed-Din, head of the National 
Will party and recognized leader 
of the extreme right in the recent 
Iranian parliament, was taken 
from his home tonight by two men 
dressed in the uniforms of Iranian 
army colonels, 

Prince Firouz, political under- 
secretary of state and director of 
propaganda, said Zia Ed-Din’s ar- 
rest had been ordered by Premier 
Ahmed Qavam es Saltaneh, for 
“Investigation of certain charges.” 


(The United Press said the ar- 
rest coincided with the arrival in 
Tehran of the new Soviet ambas- 
sador, E. V. Sadchikov.) 

The Iranian staff officer said 
Kurdish tribesmen from both Iraq 
and Iran were involved in the at- 
tacks on the Iranian garrisons 
and that his agents had reported 
“strangers who speak a Turku 
dialect similar to that heard in 
Northern Azerbaijan” were ob- 
served among the tribesmen. 


He estimated the attackers num- 
bered 3,000. 


Supply Road Threatened, 


The general said seven Iranian 
planes now were operating from 
airfields at Hamadan and Ker- 
manshah in support of the army 
in an effort to prevent the tribes- 
men from cutting the single 
mountain road southward to head- 
quarters at Sinneh. 
carry light bombs and machine

The general expressed confi- 
dence that the garrisons still were 
holding out but said that heavy 
snows had prevented reinforce- 
ment.

“Army forces of approximately 
3000 are divided among the garri- 
sons while the tribesmen may 
concentrate their entire force 
against one post at a time,” he 
said.

Rudolf Hoess, Found in 


Hiding by British, Says 
He Acted on Orders 


From Himmler.

BERLIN, March 20 (AP)—The 
gassing of 2,000,000 Jews and 
other persons at the Oswiecim 
horror camp has been admitted 
in a signed statement given to 
British authorities by Rudolf 
Hoess, 46-year-old commandant 
of the camp, who was arrested 
on March 8, 

Hoess, who was found hiding 
out on a farm near Fiensburg, 
signed the confession on March 
16, British officials said. They 
quoted Hoess’s statement as say- 
ing: 

“I personally arranged, on or- 
ders received from Heinrich Him- 
miler in May 1941, the gassing of 
2,000,000 persons between June 
and July, 1941, and the end of 
1943, during which I was com- 
mandant at Oswiecim.” 

After he left Oswiecim, Hoess 
said, he relayed Himmler’s or- 
ders for the gassing of an addi- 
tional half-million persons. Brit- 
ish investigators said evidence 
showed that a more accurate esti- 
mate of the figure would be 2,- 
000,000—bringing to some 4,000,000 
the number of persons for whose 
deaths Hoess might be held re- 
sponsible. 

Asked by British interrogators 
whether he believed in God, Hoess 
was quoted as saying: 

“Most emphatically, no.” 

Hoess’s confession included a de- 
tailed description of the exterm- 
ination methods used at Oswiecim, 
He disclosed that after the vic- 
tims had been gassed and their 
bodies cremated, internees were 
ordered to crush any remaining 
bodies with wooden clubs. What 
was left was thrown into the Vis- 
tula river. 

At first make-shift gas cham- 
bers were made out of converted 
peasants’ huts. Later a more per- 
manent set-up was arranged, with 
death chambers built underground 
and designed to simulate shower 
baths.

ATOM BOMB WILL BE AIMED 
AT OLD BATTLESHIP NEVADA 


Dreadnought Painted Orange, Will 
Be In Middle of Target Fleet 
at Bikim Atoll. 


LOS ANGELES, March 20 (AP) 
—Queen of the doomed fleet at 
Operation Crossroads”—the atom 
bomb tests in Bikini Atoll in May 
—will be the venerable battleship 
Nevada. 

Ready for what may be the last 
chapter in an illustrious 30-year 
career which has extended through 
two wars, the Nevada had been 
painted a glistening orange from 
bow to stern and waterline to 
masthead.

tion, de-Nazification, decentraliza- 
tion, decartelization and re-educa- 
tion” to guarantee that Germany 
and Japan never again will wage 
| war, and over-all economic, polit- 
ical and cultural co-operation 
among the major powers.) 

Pepper addressed a Senate ab- 
sorbed by the state of Russian- 
American relations and concerned 
with requests for an indefinite 
extension of the draft law and 
for more funds for the Navy. 

Ascribing present world unrest 
to the “desperate reaching out

None Secure Alone. 

“If we, with our atomic bomb,” 
he said, “with the greatest Navy 
in the world, the largest Air Force 
and the most superbly equipped 
Army, are fearful; if we, for se- 
curity, defend a zone which now 
includes the western hemisphere, 
the Pacific ocean, Japan and cen- 
tral China, and the Atlantic ocean 
north to Iceland and east to the 
Azores; if Britain's defense zone 
embraces western Europe, the 
Mediterranean, the Near East, 
Africa and southwest Asia, as well 
as the seven seas; is there any 
real wonder that Russia, know- 
ing the horrors of war as we 
have never known them, as even 
the British have not known them, 
is determined that never again 
shall the cruel assault which she 
has experienced twice in one gen- 
eration come to curse her?”

Full Responsibility’ — 
Clashes With Jackson.

NUERNBERG, March 20 (AP) 
—Hermann Goering told the inter- 
national military tribunal today 
that he had signed numerous anti- 
Jewish decrees as president of the 
Reichstag and “I assume full re- 
sponsibility” for them. 

In the witness box for the sixth 
day in his own defense, the for- 
mer Reichsmarshal asserted that 
both Paul Joseph Goebbels and 
Heinrich Himmler were more rad- 
ical than himself on the Jewish 
question. 

He said defendant Juhus 
Streicher was violently anti-Jew- 
ish, but dismissed him as “not a 
member of the Government and 
although he was a gauleiter he 
had no influence on the Govern- 
ment.” 

Both Goering and Justice Rob- 
ert H. Jackson, chief United 
States prosecutor, showed the 
strain of hours of cross-examina- 
tion and there were frequent 
clashes between the two. 


Jackson Overruled, 


Lord Justice Geoffrey Lawrence, 
presiding member of the tri- 
bunal, overruled Jackson's effort 
to compel Goering to stop making 
what the prosecutor termed “prop- 
aganda” remarks from the wit- 
ness stand. Jackson contended 
Goering was being permitted to 
“take control of proceedings.” 


Jackson again showed annoy- 
ance when Goering testified that 
he had ordered security police to 
withhold action against the par- 
ticipants in a pogrom in Novem- 
ber 1939, because “I myself want- 
ed to take the necessary action.” 

“You know that’s not the 
truth,” Jackson said. “I put it to 
you squarely.” 

Goering replied again that he 
took his protests against these 
anti-Jewish excesses directly to 
Adolf Hitler and therefore did not 
want underlings to take action. 

The hearing progressed slowly 
as Goering repeatedly challenged 
the accuracy of translations of 
various prosecution documents. 

Under steady questioning, Goer- 
ing conceded -the authenticity of 
documents showing that Nazi 
party courts were given prece- 
dence over penal courts in trying 
Nazis for anti-Jewish excesses, 
that party courts were instructed 
to prevent publicity of the fact 
that Nazis were instructed to 
start such disorders, and that only 
minor punishments were imposed 
for killing Jews. 

Jackson, who yesterday accused 
Goering of taking an “arrogant 
and contemptuous attitude toward 
this tribunal,” took particular ex- 


lception to the defendant's remark: 


“T don’t believe I can recall pub- 
lication of the mobilization plans 
of the United States.” 

Goering made that remark when 
questioned about the secrecy of 
Nazi mobilization plans in the 
Rhineland. 

Objection by Jackson. 

“As far as the United States is 
concerned, we are not worried 
about what this defendant says 
about it, but it’s a question of this 
trial getting out of hand,” Jack- 
son said in petitioning the tribu- 
nal to compel Goering to answer 
all questions directly and leave 
the explanations to be brought out 
by his lawyers, later. 

“Outside this courtroom there 
is a question of the revival of 
Nazism, and I believe Goering 
would be one of the first to ad- 
mit he’d like to do this from this 
trial stand if possible. 

“We must not let this trial de- 
generate into a bickering contest 
with this witness.” 

Lord Justice Lawrence decreed 
that Goering should be permitted 
to give short explanations of his 
replies to cross-examination. Ad- 
dressing Jackson, Lawrence said: 

“The witness ought not to have 
referred to the United States, but 
it was a matter I think you might 
well have ignored.”

REAGTIONARIES IK 


U.S. SEEK ATOMIC 


DICTATORSHIP 


Such Aims Not ‘by Wild- 
est Stretch of Imagina- 
tion’ Compatible With 
United Nations Atom 
Control, It Holds. 


LONDON, March 20 (UP)—The 
Boviet press charged today that 
reactionary, imperialistic forces 
in America are seeking to estab- 
lish “an atomic dictatorship” over 
the world. . 

The charge was contained in an 
article in the Soviet publication, 
New Times. a frequent medium 
for expression of Russia’s views 
on foreign affairs, and was broad- 
cast by the Moscow radio, 

The atom bomb tests in the Pa- 
cific, New Times charged, are de- 
signed to create fear of the new 
weapon, and reactionary elements 
hope to trade on these fears to 
further their imperialistic aims. 

“They are brandishing the atom- 
ic weapon for purposes which 
have little in eommon with the 
peace and security of nations,” it 
said. The comment was in an ar- 
ticle on “Science and Atomic Pow- 
or,” 


Assails “Jingo Press.” 

The article contained no men- 
tion of the Soviet espionage ac- 
tivities with regard to atomic de- 
velopment uncovered in Canada. 

“The reactionary jingo press,” 
it said, “talks ... of the neces- 
sity of taking advantage of the 
present situation to establish a 
new atomic imperialism—atomic 
dictatorship.” 

Such aims, the article noted, 
could not “by the wildest stretch 
of the imaginaticn” be regarded 
as compatible with United Na- 
tions control] of atomic energy. 

The article said the American 
“imperialist cireles” were endeav- 
oring to “utilize the discovery of 
atomic energy for gambling in 
foreign affairs with no scruples 
et all about their methods.” 

Cites Rumors of Leakage. 

“Notwithstanding a denial of 
Secretary of War Patterson, rum- 
ors have appeared in the press to 
the effect that a grave leakage of 
important information had oc- 
eurred as a result of statements 
made by scientists before the Sen- 
ate committee on atomic energy,” 
it said. 

“It goes without saying that 
debate before the Senate commit- 
tee has disclosed no scientific or 
technical secrets, but has revVealed 
or rather confirmed an important 
fact, namely that United States 
military circles are already hin- 
dering the use of atomic energy 
for peaceful purposes.” 

Here a few words of the broad- 
east were inaudible, after which it 
continued: 

“They are striving to prevent 
all possibilities of such employ- 
ment. The policy pursued by these 
circles in the sphere of atomic 
energy (another few words in- 
audible) are fraught with grave 
consequences for the development 
eof science.” 

The broadcast added: 

“Nothing has been said to allay 
the just apprehension that sup- 
porters of the ‘Japanese system’ 
in the United States are hinder- 
ing the establishment of interna- 
tional collaboration in the sphere 
of atomic energy.”

key’s southeastern frontier, The 
article said the next step of the 
Kurds would be to “carry out sur- 
prise attacks and uprisings cal- 
culated to upset internal law and 
order in neighboring countries.”) 
An Associated Press dispatch 
from Baghdad, Iraq, quoted Majid 
Bey Mustafa, influential Kurdish 
political leader, as saying that 
Kurds in Iran had set up “an inde- 
pendent Kurdish state in southern 
Azarbaijan,” Majid Bey said the 
Kurds in Iran had been given 
tacit support in recent months 
by Russian occupation forces in 
Azerbaijan province. 


Outlaw Shiek in Iran. 
Majid Bey said that Mullah 
Mustafa, shiek of Barzani who is 
under death sentence in absentia 
by the Iraq Government, was in 
Iran with 3000 of his isaqi follow- 
ers and that his presence there 
was “helping establish a spiritual 
contact between the Kurds of 
Iraq and Iran.” He said Mullah 
(also known as Mehabad), which 
he described as the capital of the 
proclaimed Kurd atate. 

(The Ankara radio said the 
Tehran radio had apologized for 
its silence Sunday night and had 
announced that it was now under 
direct control of the state.) 

A dispacth from Baghdad 
quoted a former Iraqi diplomat 
just returned from Tehran ag say- 
ing that a “war of nerves” was 
being waged in the Iranian capi- 
tal, with Russian troops contribut- 
ing to the alarm by “moving artil- 
lery around outside the city 
gates.” He said that the leftist 
Tudeh party could stage a coup 
d'etat at any time. 


FLORIDA GOVERNOR SEEKS 
$500,000 FROM MAGAZINE 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., March 20 
(AP)—Gov. Millard F. Caldwell 
filed a libel suit in United States 
District Court here today asking 
for $500,000 damages from pub- 
lishers of Collier’s Magazine for 
editorial comments it made on 
the killing of a Negro awaiting 
trial at Madison last fall. 

The bill of complaint says that 
publication of the editorial “was 
maliciously and wickedly done 
with the intent of causing ridicule 
and contempt to be cast upon” 
the governor.

U.S, OF TRADE TIES IN 
NEGOTIATIONS FOR LOAN 


WASHINGTON, March 20 (AP) 
USSIA has refused to dis- 
R cuss its economic tieups 
with eastern EHuropean 
countries as a part of negotia- 
tions for a $1,000,000,000 loan 
from the United States, govern- 
ment officials said today, 


A review of Soviet trade re- 
lations with such countries as 
Romania, Bulgaria, Yugoslavia 
and Hungary was among the 
subjects which the United 
States specified should be tak- 
en up in connection with the 
loan. The Russians balked at 
this and other conditions. 


Among the other matters 
listed for discussion were a 
basic settlement of lend-lease, 
problems growing out of Rus- 
sia'’s state control of com- 
merce and the general prob- 
lems of Soviet-American co- 
operation in international eco- 
nomic organizations. 

As a result of the Soviet at- 
titude, the officials said, the 
American Government is con- 
sidering a counter-proposal 
which inight meet the Russians 
half way.

SOVIET PRESIDENT 
KALINN RESIGNS 
AFTER 27 YEARS 


Quits Office Because of 
Failing Eyesight—Nik- 
olai Shvernik Succeeds

MOSCOW, March 20 (AP) — A 
janitor’s son, 58-year-old Nikolai 
Mikhailovich Shvernik became 
chairman today of the Presidium 
of the Soviet Union (president). 

He succeeded Mikhail Jvanovick 
Kalinin, 71, who resigned because 
of failing eyesight after 27 years 
in the office. Shvernik had been 
first vice president of the Presi- 
dium since Feb. 1, 1044, 


There were few other govern- 
mental changes. The Supreme 
Soviet adjourned its first post- 
war session last night after un- 
animously re-electing Joseph 
Stalin as chairman of the Council 
of Ministers (premier). Vyacheslav 
M. Molotov was retained as for- 
éign minister and vice chairman 
of the Council of Ministers (deputy 
premiers). 


Shvernik has belonged to the 
Communist party since 1902. In 
1922 he became people’s commis- 
sar of workers’ and peasants’ in- 
spection and in 1926 became a 
secretary of the central commit- 
tee of the Communist party. In 
1929 he was elected chairman of 
the central committee of the metal 
union and a year later became 
general secretary of the All-Union 
Soviet of Trades Unions. 

Stalin's re-election and that of 
Molotov came about as the result 
of a written suggestion by the 
generalissimo, read by Col. Gen. 
Andrei A. Zhdanov, who presided 
at the 68-minute joint session, 

Seven other vice chairmen of 
the Council of Ministers were 
named, They were: 

Marshal Lavrenti P. Beria, often 
Mentioned ag a possible successor 
to Stalin; Andrei A, Andreyev, a 
secretary of the Communist 
party’s central committee; A. I. 
Mikoyan, minister of foreign trade; 
Alexei N. Kosigin, chairman of 
the council for consumer goods; 
Nikolai A. Voznesensky, who drew 
up the blue print for the recently 
adopted five year-plan; Marshal! 
Klementi Y. Voroshilov; and Laz- 
arus M, Kaganovich, former rail- 
day commisagar, 

(All of the eight vice chairmen 
of the Council of Ministers with 
the exception of Kosigin are 
among the 13 members of the 
Politburo, as listed in an article 
by Randolph Churchill, printed in 
yesterday's Post-Dispatch. Stalin, 
President Shvernik, Kalinin and 
Zhdanov also are members of the 
powerful policy-making bureau of 
the Communist party. Thus all 
but two of the 13 Politburo mem- 
bers named by Churchill hold 
high positions in the federal gov- 
ernment. These two are Georgi M. 
Malenkov, a secretary of the cen- 
tral committee of the Communist 
party, and Nikita S. Khruschév, 
premier of the Ukrainian Soviet 
Republic.)

LONDON, March 20 (AP)—The 
Moscow radio said last night “the 
terror in Greece grows more 
violent” as the March $1 national 
elections draw nearer. 

“Every upright Greek will boy- 
cott the elections,” the radio said, 
adding they were “based on ter- 
ror, falsified registers, corruption 
and outside interference.”

‘Will Not Allow’ Former 
Service Men to Suffer, 
Kaufmann Says After 
Talks With Bradley and 
Griffin, | 


Mayor Aloys P, Kaufmann, fol- 
lowing a conference with Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley, head of the 
Veterans’ Administration, an- 
nounced today that the city will 
make its decision on the financial 
support of the Veterans’ Service 
Center in the Civil Courts Build- 
ing wher the city Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment meets to- 
morrow. 

Gen. Bradley explained to Mayor 
Kaufmann the value of centers 


such as the one in St. Louis, John 
J. Griffin, president of the center 
board, went over the budget prob- 
lems of the center with the May- 
or and the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion head in a meeting at the cen- 
ter yesterday. 

“We will not allow the veterans 
to suffer,” Mayor Kaufmann said 
today. “The city will do its part.” 

Action Sought Last Month. 


On Feb. 28, Griffin asked Mayor | 
Kaufmann to call a meeting at) 


which city and county authori- 
ties and the War Chest would 
divide the financial support of the 
center. So far no action has been 
taken, except by the War Chest, 
which contributed another $15,000 
for support of the center aftcr 
contributing $15,000 earlier this 
year. 

Griffin thas asked for a total of 
$65,000 to meet expenses of an 
expanded program at the center 
for six months. At a meeting of 
the Board of Estimate Monday 
George A. Fickeissen, examiner 
of accounts and properties for the 
city comptroller, declared that the 
city would have to control opera- 
tions at the center if it contrib- 
uted to its support. 

Mayor Kaufmann said today, 
he was “not at all sure” this was 
the case. He said he would have 
a legal opinion on the matter by 
tomorrow. 

Griffin Reassures Staff. 


Following the conference at the 
center yesterday Griffin called a 
meeting of the Veterans’ Service 
Center staff in an attempt to quiet 
unrest which followed the city an- 
nouncement that it might “have to 
take over” the center. 

“Because the staff has been 
fearful of the future,” Griffin said, 
“I thought it best to tell them not 
to worry—but to keep on serving 
the veteran and they would not 
lose their jobs.” 

Appointment of a director of 
the center to succeed Arthur A. 
Poss, who resigned, awaits action 
on the center’s budget, Griffin 
said. 

Bradley Explains Need. 

Gen. Bradley told Mayor Kauf- 
mann that the two greatest needs 
of returned war veterans cannot 
be met by the United States Vet- 
erans’ Administration. These, he 
said, are housing and jobs. 

“T have been advocating the es- 
tablishment of community centers 
such as this one,” Gen. Bradley 
said, “because the biggest part of 
the task of fitting veterans back 
in their communities must be met 
by the communities themselves.” 

Gen. Bradley visited all depart- 
ments of the service center and 
talked to workers there and to 
several veterans. He said he could 
not compare the center to others 
in the nation, however, because he 
had not visited enough of them. 


Earlier Gen. Bradley had in- 
spected Veterans’ Administration 
facilities here, including the 
Veterans’ Hospital at Jefferson 
Barracks, the new downtown out- 
patient clinic now being prepared 
in the Federal Commerce Trust 
Building at 208 North Broadway 
for opening about April 1, and of- 
fices downtown.

Ten bodies were taken into 
Reno today after all-night toil 
by ground crews, which had to 
break trail for a mile from Ho- 
bart Mills, 


A ground squad removed four 
bodies from the wreckage of a 
B-29 bomber which crashed with 
seven crewmen against the top of 
a 3820-foot peak near Livermore, 
30 miles southeast of San Fran 
cisco. The bomber came from 
Hickam Field, Honolulu. Its radio 
reported engine trouble several 
hours before the plane crashed 10 
feet from the top of the peak. 


Witnesses said they saw an ex- 
plosion on the C-47 in the air. 
Capt. Harold Simer, commanding 
the Reno (Nev.) Army Air Base, 
said the wreckage indicated a 
wing, which had not been found, 
was blown off before the crash.

Five witnesses favoring and 
three opposing ordinances pro- 
posed to relieve downtown traffic 
congestion appeared at a public 
hearing conducted by the alder- 
manic traffic committee this aft- 
ernoon, 

One bill would provide one-way 
traffic on Pine street and Chest- 
nut street-Lawton boulevard be- 
tween Fourth street and Grand 
boulevard. Another measure would 
prohibit daytime parking in Lo- 
cust street between Fourth and 
Twelfth boulevard, 

Those appearing to testify for 
the bills were David Calhoun, 
chairman of the Mayor's traffic 
‘committee; Thomas Watts Jr., 
traffic engineer for the Depart- 


ment of Streets and Sewers; Capt. 
Ray Dowling of the Police Traffic 
Bureau; Claude M. Gray, vice 
president of the Public Service 
Co., and Carl Giessow, Chamber 
of Commerce traffic ‘expert. 

Opposition witnesses were Leo 
Wieck, secretary of Famous-Barr 
Co., Gene White, representing the 
Mark Twain Hotel; and K. H. 
Schroeder, representing Boyd- 
Richardson Co. 

The City Plan Commission an- 
nounced it would oppose the one- 
way traffic bill unless a provision 
was added for “reversible” one- 
way traffic on Chestnut street: 
that is, traffic to move eastward 
in the morning and westward aft- 
er 3 p.m. Calhoun said this “can 
and should be done, but later, not 
now.” 

Calhoun expressed the belief no 
business would be hurt by one- 
way streets, and all firms would 
benefit through more people being 
brought into the downtown sec- 
tion by virtue of greater access- 
ibility. Watts asserted that one- 
way streets would double the traf- 
fic capacity of the area. 

Gray said the Public Service Co. 
would be able to transport more 
people with less interference on 
one-way streets, and added that 
the trying problem of making 
turns into and out of Twelfth bou- 
levard would be eliminated by 
vehicles crossing this thorough- 
fare.

DIVULGE SECRET 


Japs Knew Within Week 
That Doolittle Men’s 
‘Shangri-La’ Was Car- 


rier. 


SHANGHAI, March 20 (UP)— 
By employing the “cruelest tor- 
tures,” Japanese officers learned 
within a week after the Tokyo 
raid of 1942 that Gen. James H. 
Doolittle’s flyers were based on 
a carrier, it was revealed today. 

How the Japs knew about 
“Shangri La” while it still was a 
top military secret in the United 
States was explained in a deposi- 


tion from Lt. George Barr, Queens 
Village, N.Y. 

American prosecutors offered 
the deposition in evidence at the 
trial of four Japanese officers be- 
ing tried for the executions of 
three of the eight captured Doo- 
little flyers. 

Lt. Barr said the information 
was obtained in Nanking April 24, 
1942, after two days of torture 
and continuous questioning. 

Barr and some of the other 
pilots were forced to sign “con- 
fessions” that they machine- 
gunned civilians in the raid, ac- 
cording to the deposition. 

The captured flyers were tor- 
tured by “knuckle-smashing” and 
the “water treatment” for 50 days 
while they were questioned by 
Japanese intelligence officers.- 

When the Japanese were fin- 
ished, the flyers were jammed 
into a “filthy, dark, lice-ridden” 
cell at Shanghai along with 33 
other prisoners. Barr’s deposition 
said the cefl was overrun with 
rats, and that the flyers each lost 
| between 40 and 60 pounds during

Attorney General Plans 
Conference — F. B. 1. 
Says Fifth of All Ar- 
rests Are Youths. 


WASHINGTON, March 20 (AP) 
—Attorney General Clark said to- 
day he plans to call a national 
conference in an effort to curb 
juvenile delinquency. 

Clark’s comment to a reporter 


followed a Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation report showing an in- 
crease in crime in all but two 
states last year with youths under 
21 accounting for more than one- 
fifth of all arrests. The over-all 
increase was the greatest_in 15 
years. 

The objective of the conference, 
Clark said, will be to plan “a 
program of intergovernmental and 
community collaboration to deal 
with the growing tide of juve- 
nile delinquency.” No date has 
been set. The conference was 
suggested last month at a meet- 
ing of the attorney general’s juve- 
nile delinquency panel, 

In its annual crime report last 
night the F.B.I. said arrests of 
persons under 21 during 1945 to- 
taled 113,996 or 21 per cent of all 
arrests. It gave these percentage 
figures for specific crimes com- 
mitted by youths: 30.1 per cent of 
all rape cases; 35.2 per cent of 
robberies; 49.8 per cent of bur- 
glaries and 61.6 per cent of all 
car thefts. 

More persons aged 17 were ar- 
rested than in any other age 
group. Age 18 was second.

Doctor Tries to Prove

Were Gestapo Agents.

PARIS, March 20 (AP)—Prose- 
cutor Pierre Dupin dropped a 
surprise in the trial of Dr. Marcel 
Petiot today when he conceded 
that at least three of the 27 kill- 
ings charged against Petiot were 
of Gestapo agents. 

Petiot then produced a surprise 
of his own, a statement that he 
had participated personally in the 
“execution” of one of the three, 
Joseph Reocraux. The admission 
contradicted his previous declara- 
tions that he had had no part in 
the killing of the 27. 

The third day of the trial found 
the defendant involved in an ef- 
fort to prove that the Jews among 


the persons he is accused of kill- , 


ing were Gestapo decoys. 


He told the court the story of |; 


a Jewish woman working for the 
Gestapo. He said she asked 
refugees for their papers and then 
had them arrested. Petiot said 
his resistance group trailed her 
and caught 24 accomplices—part 
of the 63 persons who Petiot has 
said were “executed.” 

The first specific case men- 
tioned in court was that of a 
French housewife, Mme. Marthe 
Khait, who disappeared after 
telling her family she was going 
to see Peiot. Ten days later 
letters from her were pushed 
under the doorways of her family 
and two friends, saying she had 
left @or the unoccupied zone for 
a rest cure, 

Petiot testified he advised the 
cure, saw her to the station and 
has not heard of her since. 

During questioning concerning a 
narcotic prescription in the doc- 
tor’s name, a lawyer for one of 
the victims’ families asked: 

“Why did you go up to her 
house?” 

“Her daughter was very pretty,” 
Petiot replied. 

“Why do you insist on this ro- 
mantic point,” the lawyer inquired, 
“when as a matter of fact she was 
of extreme homeliness?” 

“She was pretty,” 
clared, “Anyway, I was attracted 
by her.” 

Both were shouting for a pic- 


ture of the daughter to be pro-| 


duced in court, when the judge 
called ti them to _ order.

The War Department would 
work out the procedure for select- 
ing the unknown soldier and the 
expense, estimated at about 
$50,000, would be paid from its 
contingent fund. 

The bill provides that a marble 
tomb, duplicating that of the un- 
known soldier of World War I 
would be built at the cemetery 
adjacent to that of the original 
unknown soldier.

Origin of Claim by the States 
To Tidelands; They Hold Rights 


Never Were Surrendered to U.S. 


Attorney General Clark Contends, However, 
That Supreme Court Never Has Ruled on 
Ownership of Area Between Low Tide 


and Three-Mile Limit. :

Pending before the United States 
Supreme Court is the Govern- 
ment’s case against the State of 
California, which seeks judicial 
determination of the ownership of 
tidelands. This litigation would 
be nullified, however, if Congress 
passes, and President Truman 
signs, Joint Resolution 225, which 
quitclaims any Federal rights to 
offshore lands. 


Not since 1868, in the celebrated 
McCardle case, has Congress en- 
acted legislation that killed liti- 
gation pending before the Su- 
preme Court, and this Congres- 
sional action has since been de- 
nounced by historians as a black 
chapter in legislative history. In 
the current tidelands dispute, 
critics of the quitclaim bill have 
taken the position that Congress 
should not attempt to set such 
legislative policy while the high- 
est tribunal has the crucial issue 
under consideration. 


The origin of the states’ claims 
to the tidelands and the oil be- 
neath them has been set forth in 
the brief in Congress filed by 
most of the state Attorneys 
General in supporting the quit- 
claim bill, in answers filed by the 
state of California in the Supreme 
Court, in the quitclaim resolution 
itself, and in numerous publicity 
tracts issued by Attorney General 
Robert W. Kenny of California. 


What the States Claim. 


Briefly, this is what California, 
and the other 21 coastal common- 
wealths, cite as positive proof that 
they own the tidelands: 

At the conclusion of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, each,of the orig- 
inal 13 states became the absolute 
owner of all lands beneath tidal 
and navigable waters within its 
boundaries. The original states did 
not surrender these lands to the 
Federal Government by the Con- 
stitution or any other means, 

It is further argued that the 
United States Supreme Court has 
held in many cases that all states 
subsequently admitted to the 
Union became the owners of the 
lands beneath their tide and 
navigable waters equally with 
the original 13 states. Thus, it is 
argued, it follows that all coastal 
states of the Union are, subject 
to a few instances in which states 
have voluntarily ceded small 
portions of the tidelands to the 
Government for purposes of na- 
tional defense or improvement of 
navigation, the absolute owners of 
such lands, beyond any possibility 
of justifiable dispute. 

It is contended the ownership 
of tidewater lands by the individ- 
ual states is not a question of 
national policy which can be 
changed by Federal officials, but 
is a settled rule of constitutional 
law. The Supreme Court and all 
other courts which have passed 
on the issue, it is contended, have 
uniformly held in a multitude of 
decisions extending over a period 
of more than 100 years that lands 
of the character described in the 
quitclaim resolution belong to the 
states. 

Kenny Gives His Position. 

Attorney General Kenny has ex- 
pressed it this way: 

“Krom the beginning of the Fed- 
eral Union all states have always 
exercised full powers of control

“Each of the original 13 states 
began to utilize its tide and sub- 
merged lands before the Federal 
Government was formed and has 
continued to dea] with such lands 
under its own laws since that time, 
Each new state, since its admis- 
sion to the Union, has done like- 
wise. All ports and harbors have 
been constructed under state au- 
thority. In many cases lands have 
been granted by the states to their 
municipalities and to port dis- 
tricts. In others they have been 
leased or granted to private indi- 
viduals and corporations for pro- 
duction of minerals or other 
products. 

“Joint Resolution 225 is not an 
attempt on the part of the states 
to take something away from the 
Federal Government. It is merely 
to protect and clear the title of 
properties over which the states 
have always exercised full and 
complete control and ownership.” 

The Federal Government showeg@ 
no inclination to dispute state 
ownership until 1937. Secretaries 
of the Interior, including Harold 
L. Ickes, uniformly took the view 
that the states’ claims were un- 
deniable. But with the approach 
of war and the increased necessity 
of petroleum conservation, in 1937 
the Nye resolution was introduced 
in the Senate that would have as- 
serted Federal jurisdiction over 
the oil-laden tidelands. It passed 
unanimously in the upper House 
but died in the lower. 

Ickes Urged Test Suit. 
The tidelands had become im- 
portant because drillers in Califor- 
nia and Texas had discovered that 
vast oil fields lay beneath them. 
Ickes, declaring that the “law of 
the jungle” prevailed in California 
in the exploitation of tidelands oi] 
under state leases, decided for the 
first time that the ownership issue 
had never been fully determined 


test suit. 
The Department mulled 
question over for years, and 
finally last year instituted the suit 
against California. Several months 
before the suit was filed, the state 
of California, financially aided by 
oilmen, drafted the quitclaim leg- 
islation and sponsored its intro- 
duction in Congress. This was 
dune when it had become evident, 
from Ickes’s statements, that a 
fclieral suit was about to be filed. 
The quitclaim legislation re- 
nounces Federal claims to the 
land between high tide and the 
three-mile limit. The Federal suit 
seeks judicial determination of 
the ownership of the land be- 
tween low-tide and the three- 
mile limit. It is the contention 
of the Attorney-General of the 
United States, Tom C. Clark, 
that the United States Supreme 
Court has never ruled on the 
ownership of the latter area, 
technically known as the mar- 
ginal sea and popularly re- 
ferred to as “tidelands.” 


And it is the conviction of Ickes 
and many others that, because of 
the rapid exploitation of a mineral 
vital to national defense, it. is de- 
sirable that the Federal Govern- 
ment conserve tidelands oil] in the 
best interests of the nation, and 
it is imperative that the Supreme 
Court be permitted to rule on

The movements of Robert Ros- 
sow, the only American observer 
in northern Iran, have _ been 
sharply restricted by the Soviet 
authorities, who drive their point 
home by briskly threatening him 
with a machine gun and placing 
him under temporary arrest. Con- 
sequently, details of the constitu- 
tion and history of the new auto- 
nomous Kurdish Republic are not 
available. Only the broad facts 
are known. 

Revolt in the Spring. 

In brief, the territory of the 
new state comprises the area of 
northern Iran, neighboring both 
Iraq and Turkey, which is inhabited 
by the 400,000 to 600,000 Iranian 
Kurds. The new Republic’s leader 
is Gazi Muhammad, a brilliant, 
foreign-educated Kurd, who 
speaks five languages, and was 
chosen for his readiness to collab- 
orate with the Soviet forces. His 
capital is at Mehebad. In his 
capital and under his wing, he 
shelters Mullah Mustafa; the for- 
mer separatist leader of the 500,- 
000 to 800,000 Kurds in Iraq. Mul- 
lah Mustafa organized the Kurd- 
ish rising of October, 1945, against 
the British dominated government 
of Iraq, and fled for protection to 
the Soviets when the rebellion 
was suppressed. He has now been 
named commander in chief of the 
army of the autonomous Kurdish 
Republic. 

Thus far, to be sure, the duties 
of Mullah Mustafa have been less 
military than propagandistic. He 
is carrying on an intensive propa- 
ganda campaign aimed primarily 
at the Iraqi Kurds, urging them to 
rise again in the spring. But 
while he propagandizes, a Kurdish 
force is being organized, trained 
and equipped for him by the So- 
viet army in northern Iran. Mul- 
lah Mustafa promises, in his 
propaganda, to return to Iraq in 
the spring at the head of these 
Kurdish troops, 

It is probable that Iraq is the 
first objective. Yet the 1,500,000 
to 2,000,000 Kurds in Turkey are 
not ignored, They are mainly 


concentrated in the strategic area 
just south of Kars and Ardahan, 
the two Turkish provinces claimed 
by the Russians. Appeals to the 
Turkish Kurds to throw off the 
yoke of the oppressor are includ- 
ed in the Kurdish newspaper, 
“Fatherland,” jointly sponsored 
by Gazi Muhammad and Mullah 
Mustafa, and given a wide distri- 
bution by agents throughout the 
whole Kurdish tribal area in Iran, 
Iraq and Turkey. 
One Thing Is Certain. 

There are several uncertain fac- 
tors in the situation. No one can 
foretell, for example, whether the 
6000 to 8000 British troops in Iraq 
plus the Iragi army of 30,000 will 
be sufficient to put down another

Iran’s Test for UNO 


Little Iran has again appealed to the UNO 
Security Council against mighty Russia, to com- 
plain of the continued presence of Red Army 
forces on Iranian soil, contrary to the agree- 
ment for their withdrawal by March 2. 

Thereby Iran has given the UNO an opportu- 
nity to demonstrate its ability to adjust interna- 
tional differences in orderly fashion. It has at 
the same time confronted the UNO with a severe 
test in which failure will mean a discrediting 
of the world peace agency and a frustration of 
the high hopes amidst which it came into being. 

Moral courage was required for Iran to resist 
the pressure being placed upon its officials by 
Russia, and perhaps by other countries as well, 
to make no further appeals to the UNO. The 
question now becomes, Will the Security Coun- 
cil’s member nations exhibit equally great moral 
courage? Will they prove that their declarations 
of support for the UNO principle are not mere 
words, but earnest conviction and firm policy? 

President Truman has just placed this country 
again on record as solidly backing the UNO 
Charter. “The United States supports the fullest 
implementation of the principles of the Charter,” 
he said yesterday in a message to Congress. 

The statement is sweeping in its reassurance 
of full co-operation with UNO, but how well is 
this being carried out? Almost at the same time 
that Mr. Truman’s message went to Congress, 
Secretary of State Byrnes was reiterating that 
this country, like Britain, would not join France 
in presenting its complaint against Franco Spain 
to the Security Council. The United States does 
not consider the Franco regime a threat to in- 
ternational peace, Mr. Byrnes explained. 

But isn’t this excuse the assumption of a re- 
sponsibility which really belongs to the Council? 
Article 39 of the UNO Charter seems to be per- 
fectly clear on this, for it says: 

The Security Council shall determine the 
existence of any threat to the peace, breach 
of the peace or act of aggression. ,, . 

This does not say that the American State De- 
partment shall determine the existence of a 
threat to the peace, or that the British Foreign 
Office or the Russian Foreign Ministry shall 
do so, but that the Security Council shall make 
the decision, The French, of course, can go it 
alone and submit their complaint, but the 
American-British attitude in prejudging the 
Council’s verdict holds little promise for action 
on Spain, or even for any high degree of inter- 
national co-operation. 

Similarly, but within the provisions of the 
Charter, the Russians could use their power of 


‘veto to prevent any steps against them for their 


behavior in Iran, though they cannot prevent de- 
bate on the subject. Fortunately, the Soviet plan 
to extend the big-power veto to debate was de- 
feated at San Francisco, so at least there will be 
an opportunity for the exercise of moral force 
to move the Russians from their course in Iran. 
The episode will doubtless supply fresh argu- 
ments for repeal of the big-power veto, which 
has been widely criticized as a dangerous handi- 
cap on the functioning of UNO. 

Mr. Truman declares that this country “seeks 
to perfect the Charter as experience lights the 
way.” Pending changes in its structure, the best 
way to perfect the Charter is to make it work 
by facing squarely the delicate issue posed by 
Iran’s protest and establishing the justice in 
world relations to which UNO is dedicated. 
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Smoke Devices That Don’t Work 


Some East Side railroads still are attempting 
a makeshift solution to the cross-river smoke 
problem. The Illinois Central and Southern lines 
are installing “smoke-consuming” equipment on 
their switch engines. Yet they know, and so does 
the public, that the only sure way to wipe out 
switchyard smoke is to replace coal engines with 
smokeless Diesels. 

As long as the East Side switchers create 
smoke, their smoke-consuming apparatus will 
consume only part of it, and citizens on both 
sides of the river will have to consume most of it. 
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Primer Lesson in Public Power. 

The effort of 11 utility companies to monop- 
olize the electric power that will be produced 
by the Interior Department's six-state South- 
west Power Administration is an effort to divert 
the benefits of this public program from the 
consumers to the utilities. 

By restricting the SPA to sale of power at the 
switchboard—that is, at the dam—the utility 
companies would make monopoly permanent and 
unchallengeable. 

A public agency producing power is able to 
insure the public service of its product only if 
it can choose the distributing agencies to which 
it -will sell. If it lacks transmission lines to 
carry power from the dam to prospective pur- 
chasers, it is at the mercy of the power com- 
panies. Whoever controls the transmission lines 
controls the situation. 

The Federal Government was at the mercy of 
a monopolistic purchaser, the Commonwealth & 
Southern Co., for its power at Wilson Dam, at 
Muscle Shoals, Ala., and the monopoly was per- 
petuated by ownership of the only transmission 
line from the dam. Then TVA was created, built 
its own lines and broke the monopoly. 

The country has learned its lesson the hard 
and costly way in the Southeast: A public power 
agency must have its own transmission lines, so 
that it can control the eventual use of the prod- 
uct. Let’s not forget the lesson in the South- 
west. 
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What 55 Per Cent Means in Relief 


So ‘low have State relief funds been allowed 


to fall that allotments to the needy must be 


cut to 55 per cent of their minimum needs. The 
statistic is a cold figure. What does it mean in 
terms of human beings? 

It means that not even enough aid can be pro- 
vided to cover the food and shelter required by 
unemployable persons, the chronicglly ill and 
disabled, or by employable persons who cannot 
find work. Nothing is left for clothing, for fuel, 
for gas and electricity, medical care, school] sup- 
plies, transportation. It means that even in 
wealthy St, Louis County, cases of under-nour- 
ishment are actually occurring. 

Meanwhile, Missouri has a higher ratio of its 
population on the old-age pension rolls than 43 
other states. While this shocking deprivation 
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of the needy occurs, little or nothing is done to 
purge the pension rolls of the undeserving. 


. Meanwhile, the Legislature does nothing to in- 


crease the niggardly direct-relief funds now 
available, 

This is a recurring story in Missouri's treat- 
ment of its helpless and suffering dependents. 
Will the spectacle of what payments of 55 per 
cent of the minimum mean for living standards 
move our legislators at last to take action? 
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Peace Begins at Home 

Henry Morgenthau is right when he says Al- 
lied policy agreement in Germany is basic to 
settlement of other European problems, And 
basic to Allied policy agreement in Germany is 
an American state of mind which does not ex- 
ist. 

We, the people of the United States, have got 
to be ready to stdy in Germany as long as the 
job of re-education and reorientation requires. 
We have got to steel ourselves to an occupation 
of 10 years and, if need be, longer. We have 
got to be demanding the domestic measures. 
which will make a long-occupation policy possi- 
ble: extension of the Selective Service Act and 
adoption of universal military training. 

The alternative to that state of mind is dis- 
order in Europe and war again in our time. And 
the alternative to that state of mind prevails 
in the United States. 

We, the people of a nation conceived in hard- 
ship, won by men whose feet left prints of blood 
on snow, maintained at the cost of two terrible 
world wars—we.aren’t ready to steel ourselves 
to anything. 

We want life to be easy again. We want to 
act like the decadent democracy Adolf Hitler 
said we were. We want to bring the boys home, 
and stop the draft, and forget about war, and 
read up on raising chickens. 

Or at least too many of us do, and too many 
of those who do are in Congress. 

Whom are we going to listen to—Henry Mor- 
genthau, or the Senators who propose to extend 
the draft six weeks? 

As long as we are unsettled in our purpose, 
our policy will be unsettled, Germany will be 
unsettled, Europe will be unsettled. 

Two months from now, statesmen will meet in 
Paris to draft a peace treaty, but it will be no 
better, no worse, no more meaningful than our 
attitude, here at home, enables it to be. 

Peace is made by the people, in their homes, 
in their opinions, in the men and policies they 
support. What is written down at a formal con- 
ference is only a recognition of the peace the 
people have already made in @heir own minds 
—or failed to make. 

What the people of the United States are mak- 
ing today in the privacy of their own thoughts 
is many things, but it is not peace. It is pleas- 
antness, and relaxation, and forgetfulness. It is 
also war.

Well, 
the city code gives the Health Commissioner 
widespread power to abate nuisances, but he 
has not abated the rat nuisance, or the nuisances 
contributing to that nuisance. In the past, the 
Health Division has given complaining citizens 
a runaround to other departments. - 

The plain truth is that Mrs. Harris might as 
well plug up the hole in her house herself, and 
hope for the best.

Mr, Reynolds: Mr. Harriman, do you be- 
lieve that war with Russia is inevitable? 


Mr. Harriman: I most certainly do not. 
But it depends principally on us, 


Mr. R.: What do you mean by that? 


Mr. H,: Well, what I am going to say 
may not sound very down-to-earth, but ac- 
tually it is. There will be no war if we, 
as a country, remain strong, physically and 
spiritually. 

By physical strength I am not speaking 
only of the maintenance of an adequate 
military establishment, important as that 
is. I mean that we must maintain a 
healthy economic life—an expanding life 
for aH of our people, 


Through our system of individual initia- 
tive, we did a fantastic war production 
job, You remember that at Teheran Stalin 
told us that American industrial produc- 
tion was making the defeat of Hitler pos- 
sible. This was accomplished by the genius 
and initiative of American management in 
big business and small, and by the intelli- 
gence and vigor of the men and women 
who worked in the war plants and on the 
farms as well. 

In this combination lies the real physical 
strength of America—a combination that 
must be just as effective in the future to 
work for our objectives in peace as it has 
in war, 


Hope for People of World 


Mr. R.: What do you mean by staying 
spiritually strong? 

Mr. H.: The ideas which we hold in Amer- 
ica give hope to most of the people of the 
world, If we are to retain this moral lead- 
ership of the world, we must guard these 
ideals of ours; we must protect them. 


Mr, R.: Many people are saying that the 
Russian ideology is so different from our 
own that it will prevent permanent peace 
between us, What about that? 

Mr. H.: It is a fact that the Russian ideol- 
ogy is completely different from ours, but 
if we both adopt the attitude of live and let 
live, as to internal affairs, and if we both 
respect the right of all people to choose 
their own way of life, this barrier needn't 
be insurmountable. 

Most of the people of the world know 
that this is the attitude of the United 
States, and are counting on us to stand 
firm against any nation that won’t abide 
by this principle. This may lead to dif- 
ferences of opinion in the months to 
come; it may lead to situations difficult to 
deal with, but, as long as we as a nation 
stand firm by our principles, I have faith 
that these principles will prevail. 


Russia Fails to Co-operate 
Mr. R.: Mr. Harriman, you and I could 


«never be accused of being unfriendly to 


the Soviet Union, We're both on record as 
to that. And, therefore, I think we can 
talk freely! and, if we feel justified, criticize 
without being accused of any anti-Russian 
feelings. 

Now, it seems to me that the Russian 
policy hag been, to put it mildly, un-co- 
operative during the past few months. I 
think that millions of Americans feel that 
way, too, What’s your opinion? 


From the Christian Science Monitor 


Mr. H.: T agree with you. Since the war, 
the Soviet policy has been difficult to deal 
with. But let’s remember, Quent, Soviet 
Russia is only 28 years old. Before the rev- 
olution, Russia was one of the most back- 
ward countries in the world. They almost 
started from scratch in 1917, and they’ve 
come a long way. 

Think of what they've done. YT was with 
Stalin in September, 1941, when the Ger- 
mans were at the gates of Moscow. For- 
eign military experts thought the Russians 
were beaten. I asked Stalin how he felt. 
He was confident. 


He reminded me that the Russian peo- 
ple had always fought desperately against 
any invader. Stalin said: “The Czar gave 
them pick handles to fight with. We have 
given them guns.” That was figuratively 
true—and they did a great job with their 
guns, those produced by the new Russian 
industry and with our help as well. Today 
Russia wants security. 


Security But Not Domination 


Mr, R.: And goodness knows she is en- 
titled to security. 

Mr. H.: But, actually, she seems inclined 
to get this security by insisting upon domi- 
nating her neighbors. 


We ourselves have only recently learned 
that to have really friendly neighbors a 
big country must first show tolerance and 
understanding toward a smal! country. It 
was only when President Roosevelt adopt- 
ed the Good Neighbor policy that we be- 
gan to develop sound friendly relations with 
our neighbors to the South. 


A nation with newly found strength is 
apt to throw its weight around. 

Mr. R.: Do you think that Russia can be 
induced to change its point of view? 


Mr. H.: Quent, that’s a tough one. We 
agree that Russia is entitled to security. 
She suffered horribly during the war. You 
and I saw Stalingrad and Smolensk and 
dozens of other cities completely devas- 
tated. But, in gaining this security, I still 
hope that Russia will accept, as we have, 
that the chief hope of the world ig in col- 
lective security through the United Nations 
Organization. 


A country which attempts to gain se- 
curity through unilateral action, through 
aggressive independent action, is only open- 
ing the gates of disaster. I believe that 
if we maintain confidence in the UNO, 
and take a firm stand with any nation 
that attempts to take unilateral action 
which infringes upon the freedom of other 
nations, there will not be another war, 

But I always come back to the point 
that, above all, we in America muat re- 
tain our physica] and spiritual strength in 
order to give the world the moral! leader- 
ship that it is looking for.

Revision of New Testament 
Is Accurate and Beautiful 


“Revised Standard Version of the New Testament.” 
by the American Standard Bible Committee. (Thom- 
as Nelson & Sons, New York.) 

This revised version of the New Testa- 
ment, rightly presented as a most impor- 
tant publication, is an authorized revision 
of the American standard version of 1901 
and the King James version of 1611, It 
embodies the accuracy of the former with- 
out such sacrifice of the beauty of the lat- 
ter as was made in the 1901 revision, 

Assurance ig given that the new version 
contains no changes in doctrinal or funda- 
mental concept. Obsolete forms of expres- 


sion, circumlocutions and inverted phrases 


have been replaced by the less devious lan- 
guage of today. Inaccuracies of older re- 
visions are said, with apparént justification, 
to have been corrected with the help of 
more ancient manuscripts than have hith- 
erto been available, 
: * * 

The American Standard Bible Commit- 
tee, composed of nine outstanding scholars, 
was appointed in 1929 by the International 


‘Council of Religious Education on behalf 


of the 40 Protestant denominations asso- 
ciated in that body. They had the assistance 
of 31 other foremost Bible scholars and 
teachers. 

The explanation ‘given for the need of a 
new revision, to take the place of the stand- 
ard Amercan revision of 1901 and the Eng- 
lish revised version of 1881, is that these are 
word-for-word translations which follow 
the order of the Greek words as far as pos- 
sible, rather than the order natural to Eng- 
lish, The merit claimed for the present 
translation is that it is not only more ac- 
curate, as were the two previous transla- 
tions, than the King James version, but 
that it preserves the beauty and power of 
that version. The members of the commit- 
tee say: “The Word of God must speak to 
our time plainly and directly. It must no 
longer be disguised in phrases no longer 
clear or hidden under words that have 
changed or lost their meaning.” 

+ * ° 

In the new version, the Elizabethan at- 
mosphere is eliminated. Except in the Jan- 
guage of prayer, “thee,” “thou,” “thy” and 
“thine” have become “you” and “yours.” 
Verb endings like “edst” and “est” and “eth” 
have been dropped. The final verse of 
the Lord's Prayer is not included except 
as a footnote. The birth proclamation of 
the heavenly host is rendered: “Glory to 
God in the highest and on earth peace 
among men with whom He is well pleased.” 

Lyrical passages are printed in poetry 
form. Spoken sentences are inclosed in 
quotation marks. Numbered verses are re- 
placed by paragraphs. The “suffer the lit- 
tle children” verse (Mark 10:14) is made to 
read: “But when Jesus saw it He was in- 
dignant, and said to them, ‘Let the chil- 
dren come to me, do not hinder them: for 
to such belongs the kingdom of God.’” 

There are fewer changes than might 
have been expected, In few instances do 
the changes jar the sensibilities. Some of 
the esthetic beauties of the King James 
version will be missed, but compensation 
will be found in the assuragce of greater 
accuracy that speaks from the pages.

It is probably true. The more 
vou look into the French situation, 
the greater this division seems. 
There is nothing surprising in this. 

Although there has always been 
an unmistakable “French spirit,’ 
this is a country of amazing con- 
trasts. Pascal and Rabelais, St. 
Louis and Voltaire, Petain and 
Robespierre are equally French. 
Small wonder, therefore, that after 
the worst French experience since 
the French Revolution, the French 
should be completely split on 
practically every foreign and do- 
mestic issue. 


A Clash of Factions. 


Pro-Russians confront pro-An- 
glo-Saxons, Pan-Europeans oppose 
colonialists, Catholics challenge 
unbelievers, champions of man- 
aged economy rival with free mar- 
keteers, democrats are among the 
believers in some sort of dictator- 
ship. What seems new to this 
writer is not the depth of dis- 
agreement among Frenchmen, but 
the fact that in this crazy post- 
war atmosphere everything — in- 
eluding internal strife—takes the 
form of a paradox. 

Thus, although the Constituent 
Assembly is. pathetically split 
among Communists, Socialists, 
Catholics, old-fashioned radicals 
and a sprinkling of independents, 
never have French debates taken 
a less acrimonious trend. This lip- 
service to an inexistent unity 
seems to this observer to give the 
debates a curious unreality. Or 
have the French really learned 
from the disaster of the ’30s the 
price of open dissension? 


Word From De Gaulle. 


Certain it is that Franc 18 
months after liberation, seems to 
be trying to square the circle. 
For instance: 

1. Gen. Charles de Gaulle, now 
retired to private life at Marly, 
under the constant protection of 
no less than four different police 
forces, announced that what 
France needed was “something 
new but something reasonable.” 

2. Catholic ex-Finance Minister 
Rene Pleven, considered by his 
friends a conservative capitalist, 
applied to liberated France “con- 
trolled inflation.” As a result, one 
devaluation of the franc has oc- 
curred and a second would sur- 
prise nobody. This Pleven called 
seeking an economic system “half- 
way between the Russian and 
American systems.” 

3. An overwhelming majority in 
the Constituent Assembly are 
committed to managed economy 
as against free, private commerce 
and against individual profiteer-

munists, Socialists and many 
Catholics. Yet never in French 
history has the country been a 
prey to such ruthless exploitation 
of some by others. 


Widespread Black Market. 


The peasants profiteer shame- 
lessly. At least 2,000,000 other 
persons—notably elevator boys— 
are engaged in black market 
racketeering with incredible prof- 
its. There is hardly a shopkeeper 


or restaurateur who is not filling 
his cash register at a rate to make 
trusts green with envy. Tax dodg- 
ing is said to be the rule. 


4. Economic justice is the slo- 
gan of the hour. Yet what does 
France show? Cruel inequality. 
Some categories of people on the 
Government payroll soldiers, 
employes of big Paris ministries, 
etc.—are living higher than ever 
before. Others are barely avoid- 
ing bleak misery, their wives and 
daughters spending literally hours 
every day waiting for a chance to 
buy rationed foodstuffs which 
amount to only half what an in- 
dividual needs to live. 


In some Paris printing plants, 
helf-skilled men who carry news- 
papers from presses to trucks are 
paid 990 francs a day for three 
shifts of one-half hour each. 
Skilled printers get less than 400 
.rancs daily for a six-hour day. 
Waiters live better than college 
professors. 


People Are Working Little. 


5. Never has France so needed 
the long and concentrated labor 
of all the inhabitants if the coun- 
try is again to be great. Actually, 
the ‘rer . never have worked so 
little. And never has the state 
placed so many or such insuper- 
able obstacles in the way of the 
c. ation of labor. : 

A final example—among many 
others. Everyone wishes’ the 
French press to be freed from the 
abuses which made it, before the 
war, the instrument of the na- 
tional downfall. Yet the Constit- 
uent Assembly’s committee has 
refused to write a clause guaran- 
teeing freedom of the press into 
the new draft of the Constitu- 
tion, “lest public opinion be in- 
fluenced by trusts.”

WASHINGTON, March 20 (AP) 
—Army sales of nylon stockings 
to “officers only” and a new civil 
service application blank laying 
stress on rank swedled outcries 
today against what Army critics 
call a “caste system.” 

The nylons, 25,000 pairs which 
the Army procured for Wacs and 
nurses and now finds surplus, 
were placed on sale nere Thurs- 
day at the quartermaster sales 
store, from which enlisted men 
are barred, 

Officers, both men and women, 
rushed to buy them at 8&7 cents 
a pair, After newspapers. pub- 
licized the matter yesterday, the 
Quartermaster Corps announced 
that sales to men officers have 
been halted, 

The civil! service application 
blank is a new standard form 
to be filled out by veterans seek- 
ing Federal employment. It asks 
in five places for the service rank 
of applicants, a circumstance 
which led to inquiries as to the 
motive. In response, the Civil 
Service Commission issued a press 
release explaining that the ques- 
tions are “designed to obtain de- 
tailed information as to the train- 
ing” veterans received in service. 

Meanwhile representatives of 
the American Legion, the Veter- 
ans of Foreign Wars and the 
CIO praised Secretary of War 


Patterson’s appointment of a 
board of former officers and en- 
listed men to investigate charges 
of discrimination.

And our 
diplomatic representatives in 
Yugoslavia meanwhile report that 
Michael Sergeichuk, the UNRRA 
representative in Yugoslavia who 
was formerly quartermaster of the 
Russian forces in Iran, has dis- 
seminated to the Yugoslav people 
the report that only the bags con- 
taining the grain are American, 
and that the grain is the gift of 
Russia, 

It may also be part of the pat- 
tern that a high official of Tito’s 
government was murdered in 
Trieste, which would give ground 
for Tito’s forces to enter the city 
to keep order. It is certainly part 
of the pattern that Russia, which 
has-not contributed to the UNRRA 
grain pool, and has asked huge 
quantities of grain for Yugoslavia 
and Poland, should have “freely 
given” 500,000 tons of grain to 
France shortly before an election 
of utmost import to the French 
communists. Again, it may be 
part of the pattern that Tass re- 
ports an attack on Albania by the 
non-existent Greek navy. But it 
is certainly part of the pattern 
that Enver F’oxa, the HKussian 
puppet in Albania, is reportedly 
planning to merge Albania into 
Yugoslavia, which would be the 
first step towards a Balkan fed- 
eration under Russian leadership. 

In truth, the pattern is all too 
plain, and its extent is all too ob- 
vious. The question remains what

OOD icebox cookies should be 
(j mitorm in shape, delicate, 

thin and crisp. To be uniform 
in shape, the dough must be one 
that, when chilled thoroughly, is 
firm enough to cut into thin uni- 
form slices. Such a dough is not 
stiff enough to roll out as for 
rolled cookies, yet it is not soft 
enough for making a _ delicate 
cookie, Cutting chilled molded 
dough into thin slices of equal 
thickness is what gives them uni- 
form shape and color, because 
even baking occurs when the 
cookies are of equal depth. A very 
sharp, broad-bladed knife is re- 
quired too for cutting, and an 
eye for cutting in a straight per- 
pendicular line is also important. 


The amount of ginger in these 
cookies may be reduced if a pro- 
nounced ginger flavor is not 
appreciated. The molasses flavor 
stands for quite a little of this 
spice. Pecans or walnuts may be 
chopped and added to the dough 
to make a richer cookie and, in- 
stead of the ginger spice, the soft 
candied ginger may be cut fine 
and added to the dough as it is 
being mixed to add delicious fla- 
vor and interesting texture. Gin- 
ger cookies are especially nice to 
serve with desserts of pronounced 
lemon or orange flavor such as 
lemon sherbet or lemon fluff or 
cream pudding. And they are de- 
licious with apple sauce. 


The cocoa puff suggested today 
is one of the speediest of all des- 
serts and on days when there 
seems almost no time for dessert 
making, this is one that can be 
whipped up in a jiffy. It can be 
served with plain cream and is 
enhanced thereby. If there is 
time to make up a soft custard 
with the egg yolks, the beauty of 
the dessert will be stepped up 
many-fold. 

Ginger Ice Box Cookies. 


Sift flour, measure four cups 
all-purpose flour and resift three 
times with one teaspoon soda, 
three and one-half teaspoons gin- 
ger and one-fourth teaspoon salt. 
Cream one cup shortening (part 
butter), blend in one-half cu 
light brown sugar, firmly packed, 
add three-fourths cup sorghum 
molasses and two eggs, unbeaten, 
and beat vigorously until smooth 
and fluffy. Then add flour mizx- 
ture and etir until thoroughly 
combined. Pack into a refrigera- 
tor freezing tray lined with waxed 
paper, and place in refrigerator 
to chill until very firm; or shape 
in roll and wrap in waxed paper 
before chilling. Do not freeze. 
When ready to bake, slice one- 
eighth inch thick, place on but- 
tered cookie sheet, and bake in 
a moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
for 20 minutes, 
browned, The dough may be kept 
in the refrigerator several days, 
if well wrapped, and sliced and 
baked as cookies are needed. 
Makes about six and one-half 
dozen cookies,

N “Don Quixote” Cervantes 

writes, “Rejoices the cockles of 

my heart.” In my neck of the 
woods cockles are burs that stick 
on you and your dog when you go 
hunting. Will you please explain? 

A. “Cockles of the heart” is a 
familiar expression with an en- 
tirely obscure meaning. There are 
three “cockles” in English: 


(1) Cockle, from the Anglo- 
Saxon coccel, “a weed common in 
grain fields,” spoken of in the 
Bible as “tare,” as in the parable 
of the tares and the wheat,” Mat- 
thew 13. 


(2) Cockle, a bivalve shellfish, 


This “cockle” is akin to the French 
coquille, “shell of a mollusk.” Both 
words come from the Latin con- 
chylium, “a shellfish.” 


(3) Cockle, a word of uncertain 
origin, meaning, “a kind of stove; 
the fire chamber of a stove or fur- 
nace.” 


It is certainly far-fetched im- 
agery to speak of the human heart 
as having either kind of cockle. 
There have been various attempts 
to explain the expression: (a) by 
a fancied likeness of the heart to 
a cockleshell; (b) by the fact that 
the zoological name for the cockle 
(shellfish) is Cardium, from the 
Greek kardia, “the heart”; (c) by 
comparing the chambers of the 
heart with the fire chamber of a 
stove or furnace,

appears to be the most logical.

THAT WORD “STATISTICS— 

A Change in Meaning. 

OU would expect the word 
7 “statistics” originally to have 

meant something like “num- 
bers,” or “figures, records.” Ac- 
tually its essential meaning is 
“state” or “estate’—rooted in the 
Latin status. Its first recorded ap- 
pearance in English is in the form 
“statistical,” in an obscure work 
published in 1600, in allusion to 


the principles and practices of 
statecraft, The transition to its 
present meaning is interesting. 


During the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries, “statistics” 
received wide usage, first in Ger- 
many and then in France, in as- 
sociation with political science. 
Thence it gradually came to be 
used for the detailing of a state’s 
resources and numerical facts 
about its economics and other 
vital conditions. In 1797 it was 
defined as “a word lately intro- 
duced to express a view or survey 
of a kingdom, county or parish!” 


Such surveys, of course, took the 
form of a collection and discus- 
sion of figures. And soon “sta- 
tistics” lost its essential si 
cance of statecraft or political 
science to allude altogether to the

RITZ BURNS’S new $175,000 

F “postwar house” here has 
brought Mrs. Housewife’s 
dream castle right down to earth 
in redwood-and-flagstone reality. 

Burns, one of the west coast’s 
biggest home builders, spent 
nearly three years in research be- 
fore the first spadeful of earth 
was turned on the Wilshire boule- 
vard lot that cost him another 
$50,000. The result, naturally, in- 
cludes many features to delight 
the man of the house, but it’s the 
housewife who finds herself in 
a wonderland of conveniences. 

For her, the spacious L-shaped 
kitchen is literally the nerve cen- 
ter of the home, starting with the 
businesslike desk that boasts 
every possible gadget to make 
menu-planning and shopping-at- 
home a pleasure, Along the back 
is a bnilt-in bookshelf for her 
cookbooks, Directly in front of her 
Mrs. Housewife finds the simple 
dial which lets her tune in any 
radio station, the record player 
or continuous music brought in 
by wire from a commercial con- 
cern, 

Just above is another speaker, 
and by a flip of a switch she can 
ask young Johnny in the hobby 
shop or her husband in the show- 
er just what he wants for din- 
ner. 

Overhead is the canned goods 
compartment, but she needn't get 
up to check her supplies. Every- 
thing is plainly visible through the 
sliding, solid glass panels. 

Within easy reach to her left, 
she can slide back the top of the 
deep-freeze unit and check up on 
everything from frozen strawber- 
ries to frozen coffee. A little far- 
ther to her left she can push up 
the grilled front of the ventilated 
fresh produce cabinet, which is 
four shelves deep. 

Once her shopping list is ready, 
Mrs. Housewife not only can pick 
up a handy telephone on the edge 
of the desk and phone in her or- 
der, but at the same time can 
open the powered garage door and 
turn the lawn sprinkling system 
on or off by push-buttons on the 
“dashboard” in front of her. 

You’d have to look twice, inci- 
dentally, to find that sprinkling 
system, It’s a new type that hides 
deep in the lawn when not in use, 
and pops up automatically when 
turned on. 

The laundry units is on the long, 
street side of the kitchen, brilliant- 
ly lighted by windows the whole 
length of the wall, but high 
enough that outsiders will never 
get a peep at your dirty linens. 
And once the laundry has been

tub, the automati¢ washing and 
automatic dryer it’s just one more 
step down the Monday production 
line to the electric mangle. 

For the things to be hung out- 
side, the old-fashioned clothes line 
has come in for the modern treat- 
ment, too. The four wire lines are 
strung on miniature metal utility 
poles—one of them with a bin- 
nacle-type light atop if the clothes 
don’t dry before dark—and again 
the push of a button is all that’s 
needed to run the whole system 
up and down to convenient 
heights. 

As yet, they’re strictly on the
